— there have been many failures, 
mauy disappointments aud many 
discouragements. Be sure you have 
plenty of mouey to carry you 
through the non bearing years, de- 
pend ou your hands aud brains, hard 
woik and long bonis at tbe start, 
have plenty of grit and persever- 
ance, and you will win out. If you 
hope to make an easy living with- 
out hustle or yonr nose to the 
ground, you are bound to be dis- 
appointed. This country is a leal 
land of promise, but it will grow 
weeds and briars and crowd you off 
your tied of ease if you keep yonr 
hands soft, your faoe and arms 
uutatined, and your mind day- 
dreaming

oyolopoedia has sent me a leaflet 
called the Christian Helper. I re- 
commend to her, as one good turn 
deserves another, the reading of 
Physical Culture. I used to act as 
if my life was lived just to eat. But 
now I eat just to live and enjoy 
better mental and physical health. 
I also recommend to her the perusal 
of Emilie Cour'e Self Mastery 
Through Conscientious Auto-sug- 
gestion. The old proverb says he 
who oonqners himself is greater than 
he who conquets the world. 

Wonder if the Hearst papers are. 
allied with tbe oralists. Iu a recent 
supplement is an article on Helen 
Hickman, the winner of the second 
prize for physical beauty in the 
1921 Physical Culture contest, and 
on Leroy Henderson, the deaf-mute 
song composer. The trend of the 
article was to praise oralism and 
oral instruction of the deaf and to 
deprecate signs or finger spelling. 
It makes a deaf mute taught other- 
wise thau by the oral system an 
object of sympathy and outcast in 
tbe world, shut off by self from 
communication with the normal 
public. Say, do you kuow the oral 
system was a German invention ? 
I do waut to be able to hear and 
speak intelligently and easily, but 
my experience with the oral method 
and with others taught the same 
way is not encouraging. The oral 
method does benumb the child's 
mind. Only one per ceut makes a 
success and thisoue per cent it ex- 
ploited in publio, creating the iin 
pression that all are benefitted. 
Tbe child is trained to the method, 
while the oombiued system fits 
itself to the ability aud the child. 

I know ouly one per cent of the 
orally educated deaf speak fluently 
and read lips intelligently in gene- 
ral contact with the normal person. 
The other 99 per ceut have difficulty 
iu understanding or being under- 
stood and resort to signs or pad and 
peucil. 

We deaf-mutes really want to 
speak and hear, but we object to 
forcing the receptive mind of the 
child under the stuuting oral me- 
thod. Wheu he gets real benefit and 
makes real progess, we enoourage 
him to stick. But when be slows up 
and has a hard time, we waut bim 
to go to the combined method. 

Now, I have often been asked 
why I don't apply for a position iu 
a school for the deaf. Welf, I have 
a bad temper and little patience. A I 
teacher who depends on feat and 
physical punishment to contiol his 
pupils, had better resign. Fear 
stops the child's mind from work- 
ing. The child is curious, inquir- 
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iug, eager, and only love and re 
•pent should goveru. Of course, 
physical punishment is often neoes 
sary for correction aud enforcing 
obedience, but physioal threat 
should not be held over the child. 
Wiuuing its confidence and encour- 
aging it to learn, is a better way. 
The Amerioan publio schools will 
never do its best work unless tbe 
method of control and instruction 
through physical punishment is 
chauged. The system must not 
bo made to fit tbe child, not the 
child warped mentally or physical- 
ly to fit into the system. The con- 
tinuation or half-time school is a 
better solution of the problem of 
reaching the mind of the child. 
Learning while working and earn- 
ing, or putting into praotioe or work- 
ing out in shop the school lessons, 
is the right method.

Onk of the live subjects for the con- 
sideration of the deaf, is tbellcens 
ing of deaf owners of automobiles In 
many states licenses are refused if tbe 
applicant is unable to hear. Total or 
partial deafness is regarded as a dis- 
qualification. The Michigan Asso- 
ciation of the Deaf, at its conven- 
tion in Flint last summer, protested 
against debarring tbe deaf from 
driving motor vehicles, and went 
still further by appointing a com- 
mittee to call upon tbe officials in 
whose hands the privilege and power 
rested. This committee met with 
good results, so tbat deafness alone 
will not hereafter form a prohibi- 
tory factor in the granting of drivers' 
licenses. 

The National Association of tbe 
Deaf, through President Cloud, has 
been active in preventing laws and 
ordinances against tbe deaf as auto- 
mobile drivers. And the work is 
still going on. 

It is up to the deaf of every 
State to work for equality of 
privilege with other citizens, as tax- 
payers and automobile owners. 

To give them and the readers of 
the Journal some strong points in 
tbe line of argument, we are 
reproducing a couple of letters that 
have recently appeared in public 
print:—

sea ahead always slows down to have 
his car under perfect control at 
danger spots. 

" If autoists are required to pass 
an examination for a license to drive, 
a deaf person should take his 
chances with the others in proving 
his competency, but making deaf 
ness a bar to acquiring a license 
would simply deprive him one of 
tbe greatest of all enjoyments with- 
out adding anything to the safety 
of the public. 

" Every month some scores of 
drivers have their licenses revoked 
fyr driving while drunk, after the 
mischief has been done. There 
would be more sense in refusing a 
license to anyone who drinks, as a 
long list of tbe wrecks on the high- 
ways is chalked up against the 
drunken drivers, hut none against, 
the deaf. And of tbe many killed 
or maimed by autos, there is not a 
case in which the full possession of 
hearing whs a factor — Mm victim 
simply was not seen. The excuse 
in an accident is never ' I didn't 
bear the other fellow ; ' hut always, 
' Didn't see the other until too late, 

"Some of the deaf automobile 
owners are ranchers, and it would 
he a serious injustice to these to 
deprive tbem of their right to 
•itive, considering absolutely noth- 
ing is to be gained. Those who 
want to make for safety should 
turn their attention to speed 
fluids, drunken drivers, glaring 
headlights, etc. I understand 
these same people so anxious about 
safety rules want to raise the speed 
limit to thirty-five miles an hour 
outside cities." — Seattle Post-In- 
telligencer.

Members of the Speech Readers' 
Guild of Boston, and other friends 
of tbe deaf, were much agitated by 
a report in the newspapers a little 
lime ago, which read : "The con 
fereuce (referring to that of the 
Motor Vehicles Administrators beld 
the latter part of last mouth) weut 
on record as opposed to granting 
licenses to deaf persons, confirming 
the stand taken ou this question at 
tbe last conference m Maryland." 

Tbe shocking injustice aud 
evident absurdity of such an act, 
operated bebiud closed doors where 
neither the deaf nor their friends 
could protest, seems self-evident; 
and bad such a proceeding ac- 
tually aud officially been the out- 
come of "law," indignation and 
disapproval would have been ex- 
pressed throughout all parts of tbe 
country. 

It was found on further inquiry 
into the actual proceedings of that 
meeting that tbe most that was 
done was to lay the action of the 
council iu Maryland "ou tbe table," 
which was of course very far from 
reaffirming it. When the time 
comes for it to be taken up again, 
we are confident thai a large circle 
of deaf persons and their friends 
will be on baud to express a decid- 
ed opinion ou the matter. 

Statistics show that iu all the ac- 
cidents happening iu Massachusetts 
oo single one has been found due 
to the fact that the operator was 
hard of hearing. The hard-of-bear- 
ing person as well as the very deaf 
.raining tbe respect and admira 
Hon of tbe public more and more 
every year. They are showing 
ability and meeting witb success 
throughout the entire country. 

Here in Boston an organization 
exists that is now beginning its 
seventh seasou. This, the Sp< ■■ 
Readers' Guild, represents thecour 
age aud determination of tbe deafen 
ed citizen ; now numbering a mem 
bership of five hundred and eleven, 
of whom three hundred aud ninety 
six are deaf. The officers and ex 
ecu lives are all speech readers of 
more or less ability, for ouly the 
deaf are eligible to vote or hold 
office. But tbe ultimate purpose of 
this organization is not as tbe name 
might imply, speech-reading, but to 
demonstrate tbat deafness, even 
though it caouot be overcome, can, 
to a large extent, be surmounted. 
It is quite inconceivable to a 
rational mind that I should 

be cut off from <<•, ■ motor 

vehicles jdst because ol deafness. 
Better curtail the granting of 
licenses to some of the reckies 
riders who nse neither their eyes 
their ears when operating cars, 
and who are therefore a menace to 
nil oo our highways. Tbe deaf, 
inse of their very deafness, are 
cautious, conservative and can- 
taking drivers, who look before they 
go ahead. 

The present eqafpmeots for motor 
vehicles, such as the stop lights, 
side mirror, semaphores and flash 
signals at crossings, policemen who 
signal with their hands and no long- 
er make use of the old-tiaie whistle, 
sll go to prove bow little bearing is

by the best, sod moat careful 
drivers. 

In Boston there reams to be no 
way of finding oat the earn 
deafened persons in tbe city, since, 
according to authoritative informa- 
tion, uo census of these has ever 
■i taken. This indicates tbat 
deafness is not looked upon here as 
a formidable handle tp and leas 
the likelihood or the possiblifj of I 



In New York City statistic* show 
125,000 deafened person*. Are not 
these, however, taxpayers? As 
such, have they not a right to the 
use of the pulilio highway? Why 
then should there be any thought of 
prohibiting Hie issuing of licenses to 
any deaf man or woman who can 
pass the necessary test and prove 
his or her ability to manipulate a 
motor vehicle ?

Russian Hohools for the Deaf Need Help 

Dear Friends:— The Volta Bur- 
eau has received, from Russia, a most 
pathetic appeal to teachers and pu- 
pils in American schools for the 
deaf. The letter was written by Mr. 
F. Ran, Principal of tbe Arnold- 
Trctiakoff Institution for the Deaf 
and Dumb, Moscow. It is too long 
to reproduce in full, but Mr, Rati 
says in part: 

"Lack of food, clothing, shoes, 
school supplies, beat, and light, 
threatens tbe further existence of 
these institutions. The acutenessof 
the hunger suffered by the children 
may be seen, from the fact that for 
ten days the following ration is 
provided for a child: millet 1% lbs., 
peas J lb., "potato flour" r^.lb, 
herring ij lb., sugar % lb., butter 
yi lb., salt % lb., and potatoes up to 
10 lbs. Bread is given to the chil- 
dren a little less than l /i lb. a day. 

"Small wonder under these cir- 
cumstances if the children frequently 
faint from exhaustion and are ab- 
solutely unable to study, while the 
staffs are suffering from sickness and 
dying and before their time. Besides 
lack of nourishment, the health of 
the children is also being undermin- 
ed by tbe almost total lack of toler-
